HE HAD HANGED HIMSELF TO 
AN ELM TREE. 


The Limb Broke and the Man Stran- 
gled to Death Where He Fell— 
An Old Citizen of Belle- 
ville. 


lor the greater part of nine days the body 
of Louis Kohm, Sr., remained in an atti- 
tude of prayer under elm tree on the 
outskirts of Belleville. 

On Sept. 10 Kohm disappeared from his 
home in Belleville. Probably on the same 
day he hanged himeelf to a limb of the elm 
The rope was an old one, not strong 
enough to bear his weight. It broke and 
he fell on his knees among the weeds. It 
is probable he was not dead when the rope 
fell, but the noose was tightly drawn 
around his neck and he strangled to death 
while Kneeling there on the ground. 

The body was found, still in the kneel- 
ing posture, Monday afternoon. The dis- 
covery was made by a young 6on of Jacob 
Ferkel and some other boys. They were 
ranging around in the vicinity of the Illi- 
nois Céntral roundhouse, near the south- 
eastern city limits. Under a small e:m 
tree, standing some distance from the rail- 
road, in the center of a field, they came 
upon the horrifying sight. 

The boys ran from the place and told 
Jacob Frey of what they had found. He

notified Gundlach & Co.,. who sent 
wagon down for the body. Then the 
cause of death was discovered. A part 
of a rope hung from the limb over the 
kneeling body. The rest of the rope, with 
the end noosed, was around the neck of the 
corpse, ’ 

It was not clear whether the rope had 
broken before or after death, but it ap- 
peared piausible that it parted when the 
weight of the man was first thrown on it, 
that he fell to the ground on his knees and 
remained crouching in that position while 
he slowly strangled to death, the body re- 
maining in that position after death. 

The body was removed to Walnut_ Hill 
Cemetery. near by, where Coroner Schil- 
droth held an inquest Tuesday morning, a 
verdict of suicide being returned. 

It ‘was not at first known whose body it 
was. It was finally identified as that of 
Kohm. Kohm was 62 years oid. He lived

Sept. 19.—M. Scheurer-Kestner, 
the former Vice-President of the Senate 
and champion of. Dreyfus, ‘s dead. 

M. Auguste Scheurer-Kesiner, the former 
Vice-President of the French Senate, and 
foremost champion of the cause of Dreyfus. 
was born Feb. ll. 18338, at Mulhouse, Alsace, 
from which place the Dreyfus family also 
hailed. He was president of the Chemical 
Society of Paris and was a prominent 
of a number of other societies. He 
was political director of the Republique 
Francaise from 1879 to 1884, and was a He- 
publican in politics. 

He 100k a great interest in the movement 
of the working classes and in 1865 founded 
a co-operative society for their benefit. His 
republican ideas in 1867 caused him to be 
sentenced to four months’ imprisonment 
and 2000 frances fine. He was elected to the 
National Assembly in 1871 and in 1875 he

NEW YORK, Sept. 19.—Senator Hanna of 
Ohio before starting for Cleveland last 
night had his attention called to the al- 
leged interview with LP Hung Chang, in 
which the Chinese statesman advised sell- 
ing the Philippines. 

“Perhaps the Chinaman did say it,’’ said 
the Senator. “It may be a harmless fake. 
But even if he did, what does it matter? 


The idea is preposterous. It would be a 
disgrace to the United States to barter way 
the islands. It would be a repudiation of 
our moral obligations to the civilized world. 
The nations of Europe are watching to see 
what we are going to do in the Philippines, 
The thinking classes look with satisfaction 
on this country’s present policy. The Pres- 
ident has outlined his policy for the Philip- 
pines, It is broad, charitable and sincere 
and what might be expected from a clear- 
headed statesman. The people as a rule 
heartily indorse that policy. We did not 
fight the Spaniards in order to secure pos- 
session of the Philippines. They came to 
us unexpectedly. The insurgents under 
Aguinaldo are a small percentage of the 
people. People in this country who are 
supporiing Aguinaldo do so from a weak- 
headed sentimentality that is quickly dis- 
sipated when the actual conditions are con- 
fronted.”’

A new feature has been added to the New 
York World and Post-Dispatch celebration 
of the arrival of the hero of Manila. With 
the firing of the first gun of the salute the 
Stars and stripes will be hoisted on every 
flag staff in the United States. 

The signal, “Dewey,” which will be 
fashed over the wires by the Post-Dis- 
patch the instant the Admirai arrives at 
New York, will be the order to hoist the 
colors and begin the firing of the salute. 

This new feature requires a littie further 
preparation than was suggested in the 
Post-Dispatch of Monday. The firing 


squads in the hundreds of towns that will 
participate in the celebration are to be sta- 
tioned as close to the telegraph office as 
possible in order that they may be sig- 
nalled instantaneously. No signal will be 
necessary for the man who is to hoist the 
flag.

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CORONER NOT SATISFIED WITH 
THE BURKHART VERDICT. 


Ferdinand Burkhart was buried from the 
family residence, 1812 Lafayette avenue, 
Tuesday afternoon, while the Coroner's in- 
quiry into the death was still in progress.

been alluded ta more than once itn the 
daily press. An illustrated article on the 
subject, contributed to La Nature by Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Delauney of the French 
army, enables us to give some details of

ed on sound scientific 
principles and to be 
practically SUCCeSsSS- 
ful. Says Col. De- 
launey: 

“For this purpose a 
special form of fire- 
arm is used; it is a 
sort Of mortar set in 
a wooden

cone more than 2 me- 
ters (642 feet) high. 
The mortar is charg- 
ed with 100 grams 
(1600 grains) of pow- 
der, well tamped 
down; the cone is put 
in place and then the 
plece is fired. The de- 
tonation produces a 
considerable disturb. 
ance of the air, ow- 
ing to the cone, 
whose vibrations are 
ainple and prolonged, 
and which acts like a 
gigantic organ-pipe. To this action is added 
that of the gases produced by the de- 
flagration of the powder, which, being 
hurled into the air, increase the disturb. 
ance to a considerable degree. 

“If a hail storm. is in precess of forma- 
tion and a mortar of this knd is fired in 
the neighborhood, the meteorological labor. 
atory is turned upside down; the hall-stones 
cannot form, and, in place of these dan- 
gerous projectiles, a heavy shower of rain 
will fall on the earth. Styria and Carniala 
were the first countries in which these mor. 
tars were used to prevent hail, and M. Ot- 
tavi, the editor of Ti Coltivatore, an Italian 
agricultural journal of high reputation, as- 
sures us that in these two countries the 
vineyards defended by mortar have never 
been injured by hail for the last three 
years. 

“It appears that one mortar is able to 
protect against hail a circular space of 500 
to 750 meters (1600 to 2500 feet) in diam- 
eter. It is therefore sufficient to place 
these pieces of artillery in such fashion 
that they are distant from each other about 
1 kilometer to 1% kilometers (two-thirds 
of a mile to one mile).

The St. Louis contingent of new League 
promoters has returned home from the Chi- 
cago mecting. 

Chris Von der Ahe and George D. Schaef- 
fer say they are satisfied with their pros- 
pects and claim that all representatives, 
who were in the cenference, were enthusi- 
astic in promising their support to the 
tnovement. 

The work of organizing the new associa- 
tlon was completed Sunday at the Nor- 
wood Hotel. A full roster of temporary 
officers was selected and a platform was 
adopted. 

A second meeting was held Monday to dis- 
cuss plans more fuily and to arrange some 
of the miner details of the orgunization. 
Two more clubs applied for admission to 
the association at this meeting—Boston and 
Pittsburg. As the organization is to have 
only eight clubs, these upplications, unex- 
pected as they were, cuused considerable 
excitement 

fhe meeting declined to act upon them 
hastily, because, if Boston and Pitisburg 
are taken tn, it will be mecessary to drop 
Baltimore and Detroit—a proceeding which 
some of the members of Hee new organiza- 
tion will oppose bitterly. 

The meeting adjourned leaving the ques- 
tion open in the hope that some method of 
settling it will be suggested by the time of 
the next conference which will be heid in 
New York, Oct. }. The representatives 
of all the citles knocking for admission will 
be able by that time to announce their re- 
spective resources and prospects and it is 
probable that selections will be made ac- 
cording to strength. It is the desire of all 
who are going to put money in the move- 
ment to place it on as solid financial basis 
as possible and the teams that can show 
the best backing will have the call on 
>laces. 

The circuit will be selected from the fol- 
lowing cities: 

St. Louis, Chicago, Milwaukee, New York, 
Washington, Philadelphia, Baltimore or 
Boston, and Detroit, Pittsburg or Buffalo. 

e new association Is a fact as far as 
organization is concerned. Whether it will 
be able to énter the actual work of com- 
petine with the big League is another ques- 
tion. If the promoters can command the re- 
sources they claim, they should succeed. 
But the fight !s a hard one for the National 
League is dn power and hae the ad- 
vantage of having its actual working forces 
in good condition. 

There is no doubt but that a successful 
new league would do baseball much good 
and promote the character of the sport. 
For that reason it would be welcomed by 
all admirers of the game. But a failure 
at an organization would do more harm 
than good. But the men who are backing 
the new league, have good business intelli- 
gence and foresight, with a few exceptions, 
and they declare that they have their cam- 
paign mapped out in every detail and know 
there is no chance of failure. 

They have, at least, adopted a wise plat- 

form. Fhey declare for honest competition, 
no reserve rule and popular prices. These 
are winning principles if carried out strict- 
ly. 
The fact that the league has even becn 
organized has annoyed the national leaders. 
This is proved by the fact that President 
Hart has at last agreed to let the Western 
League put a club in Chicago. He and 
Brush are also reported to be in favor of 
placing certain restrictions on the draught 
rule. All of which may be taken as an in- 
d.cation that the National is preparing for 
a war and is playing to hold the support of 
the Western. 

“I regard the new association as a sure 
success,’’ said George Schaeffer Tuesday. 
“If Il ever had any doubt about it, the en- 
thusiasm that was displayed by the mem- 
bers of the conference in Chicago has con- 
vinced me that it will go through. The 
baseball situation is ripe for a new organi- 
zation and its coming will receive loyal 
support from the lovers of the game. 

“The association will have four clubs in 
the East and fuur in the West. We have 
net made any defirite selections yet, but 
there will be plenty of applcants for piaces. 
Already two more clubs than we have room 
for are usking admission and I daresay 
there will be others before the New York 
meeting. 

“The only thing to be done now Is to get 
grounds. We have them in St. Louis al- 
ready, Ansuon says the Chicego street car 
companies will build him a park in the 
southern part of Chicago. The old Athletic 
grounds will be used in Philadeiphia. 
Grounds are easily obtainable in the 6Other 
cities and a few thousand dollars will put 
them in good condiiuen.
